From J. Edwards Clarke’s article entitled “A
Great Advocate,” we take the following ance-
dotes of the lnte James T, Brady, Esq.:—

The trinl of Baker for the murder of Poole
furnished n notable instance of Mr. Brady's in-
trepidity in bebalf of a client. It was at the
height of the “Koow-Nothing” exeitement, and
Poole, after recelyving the futal bullet, having ex-
cluimed, “I1 die an American,” succeeded in
enusing himself to be regarded ns a martyr to
the cause. Lingering for days with—as the post
morten proved—a bullet deeply imbedded in his
heart, the intercst and excitement became in-
tense; nnd on the day of his funerad twenty thon-
annd men walked in solemn procession behind
the coflin of the martyred *“‘rongh."” In such a
state of public feeling Huker was put on trial
for his life. At the opening of the charge by
the judge, aroused by its tenor, Mr. Brady
seized n pen and commenced writing rapidly,
indignation showing ilself in his set lips and
frowning brow. The moment the judge hd
censed he was on his feet and began:—**You
have chinrged the jury thus and thus. I pro-
test agninst yvour so stating 16" The judge
suid he would lsten to the ebjection after the
jury had retired. “No," exclulmed the indig-
uant orator, 1 choose that the jury shall hear
shose objections;” and, delying interforence, he
poured forth Imiml.uuu-alf' forty-five separate and
forma! objections, conching them all emphati-
cally in words of personal protest to the judge.
The foree of the judge's charge on that jury was
pretty effeetually broken. The indignation of
the advoeate at this time wos real, not simualated;
and he, ot least, of the New York bar, dared
to defy and to denounce injustice, even when
clad In ermine. Of such were those brave,
elder members of the legal profession who in
former days and other lands kept alive the fires
of civil libarty.

After two trinle hare he obtained o change of
venue, and the trial was transferred to Newhurg,
This gave rise to another Incident, which Brady
was fond of telling, especinlly when he wished
to disarm  prejodice against +the looks of any
witness or client. The wial was to be held bes
fore Judge Charles A, Peabiody, In the Supreme
Court.  The judge, lwwyers, high sheriff, depu-
ties, and prisoner all went up in the cars to Flsh-
kill. The streets were crowded by thousands,
enger 1o see the prisomer.  As they passed to the
hout to eross over oo Newburg, the judge hap-
pened o take the armeof High Sheriff Willets,
Some one recognizing the Sheriff, pointed out his
compinion as the wecused wurderer, with *Don’t
vou see his bloodthirsty Lo 7" fancying, as
Brady would say, they saw all the lineaments of
a brutal murderer ln the calim; bland fentures of
s honor.

THE BUSTEED CASE,

Another Instanee of Lis intrepidity before a
jndge was in the Busteed coses The Judge had
threatened to conviet him for contempt.  Bus-
teed had apologized; and HBrady also, with
his matehless gres and courtesy, had tendered
Busteed's apology: but the judge still said that
he should send him to prison,  “You will, will
vou " snid Brady. *1 say you will not!"  Aud,
citing authority after authority agalnst  his
Pawer to il =0, hie dared him to thos streteh his
rerogative, The judge thought best Lo exeuse
Mr. Busteed. The fertility of his mind and lts
rapldity of aetlon, o= shown In drawing the ob-
jections in the Baker teinl, were once illustrated
onan occasion when, on o case belag called, Mr,
Brady answered that his side was vendy, The
opposite counsel wlso stated that he was roeady,
and appeared for the plaiotiff, *“No," sald
Brady, 1 s for the plalntitt;” adding, I think
I must know which slde Lam on,” However, he
was at lust convineed that he was mistuken. So,
gathering up his pupers, he requested his Honor
tg excuse him for twenty minutes, as he saw he
wans for the defendants instead of, as he hoad erro-
neously supposed, for the plaingiffs, adding,
“and, from my Knowledge of the merlts of the
case, 1 am heartlly glad that T am to defend
iustond of prosecute '™ He left the room, re-
turned in twenty minutes, tried, and won the
CHUBO.

HIS PERTILITY AND QUIORKNESS,

The Hon. Luther R, Marsh gives an lnstance
of Mr. Brady's fortdlity in an {mportant casy o
which he himself had [given thorough, and, s
he felt, exhaustive preparation, e nsked Mr,
Brady to nssist on the trial, Brady having had no
previous knoweldge of the case, “Go on and
open your case fully, use all your points without
rorard to me,” safd Brady, Mr. Marsh did so,
and #at down, wondering what new matter Mr,
Biady could find to say. To his astonishment
Brady rose and presonted several new and strik-

ing poluts.

Of ks gquickness i the law of o case an In-
stanes Is glven where n recent decision ndverse
to his position wae Introduced, Taking the book
in Lis hand, be snld It does not appenr whethoer
this ense has been heard In the Conrt of Appenls,
but when it Is it will be roversed for nuu?l and
siich rensons; which eventunlly proved to he the
exact reasons given by the court reversing the
declston.

Of his manner, Mr. Porter says, “Who ein
over forget the peculiar wmanner of his we
have all felt and none ean deseribe 2 It was
evanescent na the fracreanee of the rose,” From
the time hie entered the court-room Wi hy-play
with the jury commenced.  He made Wim<ell
thoronghly at home with them. Tt Is «ald that
L never lost a epse in which he wis before a
jury for more thon a week: by that time they
siw evervihing with Lis eves, He wns counsel
In Afty-two enpltal onses, in not one of which
e was  ever unwoecessful, exeept  that of
Beall, who was tricd by a court-martiasl at
Fort Lafayotte, om the charge of belng o tapy
and guerilla.”

It I8 relnted that omee having suceessfully de-
fended o man charged with murder, as he was
lonving Lhe court the indge said, *Mr. Brady,
the next case {8 that of o man charged with
murder; hie has no counsel, can you defend
him 7" “Certainly.” said Brady, and instantly
wont on with the teinl,  The judge assigned him
in the swine way to two others chinrged with n
similar erime; so that,” In succession, he de-
fended nnd eleared four eapital cnses. giving o
woek's unrequited time to these four eriminnis.
He was obliged to decline to follow this up in
the ease of the next man, eharged with burglary,
who, having no counsel, desired him o be ns-
signed to him.

The ease of a young man who was charged
with murder, in what wis claimed an aceldentnl
fracas, attracted a good deal of interest. He was
a Mason, and that society applicd to Mr, Brady
to defend him, tendering twenty-five hundred
dollar L fee; but, for somoe eanse, hie declined
the case. Not long after, one afternoon, o neatly
dressed, modest young girl came to the
office and asked for Mr. Brady. Told to walk
into his private office, she timidly approached
his desk and saying:—*"Mr. Brady, they are going
1o hung my brother, and you enn suve him! ve
brought yon this money, please don't let my
brother die!" she burst fito tears, T was a roll
of #250, which the poor girl had begged In sunis
of five nnd ten dollars. The kind-hearted man
heard herstory, ““They shan't hang vour brother,
my ehild,” said he, and putting the roll of bills
in an envelope, told her to tuke it to her mother
and he would ask for it when he wanted it. The
boy was cleared. In Mr, Brady's parlor hangs
an exquisite pleture, by Durand, with » letter
on the baek neking him to accept it as o mork of
ppprecintion for his wencrous Kindness in doe-
fending thi= poor boy. Mr. Brady prized that
pieture,

We gquote this passage aliout Diseaell’s un-
serupulonsness from Justin MeCarthy's article
cutitled “Englizsh Toryvism and its Leaders:"—

Three or four years ago, & bitter, factious
attnek was mnde in the House of Commons
upon Mr, Stansfeld, then holding office In the
Liberal government, becanse of his open and
wvowed friendship for and intimacy with Muz-
zini. This was ot o time when the Fronch Gov-
ernment were endeavoring to connect Mazzind
with n plot toassassinnte the Emperor Napoleon,
Mr. Disraell wos very stern in his condemnation
of Mr. Stansfeld for his friendship with one who,
twenty odd years before, had encournged n
yvoung enthusiadt (ag the enthusinst sadd) in o
design to kill Charles Albert, King of Sar-
dinin. Mr. Bright, in « moderate and Kindly
speech, deprecated the Ides of making un-

wardonnble erimes ont of the hot-hended fol-
fes of enthusiastic men in thelr young dovs:
and he added thnt he believed there wonld
be found in a certain poem, written by Disracli
himself some twenty-tive or thirty yoears before,
and ealled A Revolutionary Epick,” some
lines of elogquent apostrophe in praise of tyrn-
nicide. Up sprang Mr, Disraell, indignant and
exolted, and vehemently denled that any such
sentiment, anv such line, could be found in the
poem,  Mr, Bright at ence aceepted the as-
surance: sald he had never seen the poem him-
self, but only heard that there wis snch o pas-
sage In it: apologized for the mistake—and there
most people thought the matter would have
ended, In troth, the volome which Diseaell hind
published a generaution before, with the grandilo-
quent title, A Kevolutionary  Epiek™  (not
Sepie,” In the common way, but diguified, old-
fushioned “epick™), was o plece of youthful,
bombastie folly, long out of print, and almnost
wholly forgotten. But Disraeli chose to attach
great importance to the charge he supposed to
b mnde against him; and he declared that he
felt himself bound to refute it utterly by more
than a mere deninl, Aceordingly, in o few weeks,
there cnme out » new editon of the Epick,
with a dedieation to Lord SBtanley, and a
proface explaining that, as the first edition was
out of print, and as a charge founded on o pis-
sage on it hind been made agninst the author,
aaid author felt bound to issue this new edition,
that all the world might see how unfounded was
the acensation. SBureenongh, the publication did
scem to dlspose of the eharge effectively, There
wns only one passage which in any way bore on
the subject of tyrannicide, and that certainly did
not  express iTpruml. What could he more
satlsfactory ?  Unluckily, however, the gentle-
man on whose hint Mr. Bright spoke happened
to possess one copy of the original edition. He
compared this, to make assurnnee doubly sure,
with the copy st the British Museum, the only
othier copy aecesfible to him, and he found that
the passage which contained the praise of tyran-
nicide hu 'Iu:l-ll\ln'.ll'll}' altered, partly suppressed,
in the new edition speclally issuned by .llr.

But Mr. Disrmeli chose to resard
his reputation as seriously assailed; and what
did he do 1o vindieate himselir  He published a
new editon, which he trumpoied as not merely
authentic, but a8 issucd for the sole purpose of
roving that he had not praised tyranniclde, and
e deliborately exclsed the lines which contalned
the passage In gquestion! The controveray turned
on qome two lines oud o badf: daod of these Mr.,
Disruell cut out all the davgerons words and
pave the garbled version to the world as his au-
thoritative reply to the charge mode agningt him,
This, too, after the famous “annexation” of one
of Thiers  speeches, and the delivery of it asa
muegyrlc on the memory of the Dpke of Wel-

two cul ont of an cssay by Mucanlay, and lis in-
troduction wholesale, ax originnl, Intoone of Mr.

So mueli for names: now for an epithet or two,
Trench tells us that the word mandlin is from
Magdalen; hie attributes its origin to the brutal
inhumanity which derides the penitent tears of
the heart-broken Magdalen and lauchs her con-
trition to scorn. We think better of humanity,
and suggest another derivation. For many cen-
turies there hing been a Magdalen Collese at Ox-

It i# only o contraction of Jow Jellow,
ns eus in our low slang Is but a contraction of
cusfomer (. g., “an ugly eus”), and hns nothing
to do with enrses, cither loud or deep.

What Is eurmudgeon 7 You may find it in
Johnson as ewnr echant; and “thereby hangs
notale,”  Himself ignorant of  the deriva-
tiom, the great lexicographer addressed the
inguiry nmong the ““Notes and Queries” of the
Gentleman's  Magazine,  His  question  was
answered by an anonymous  eorrespondent,
giving cowr mechant. This Johuson adopred,
siimply writing after the derlvation, snonymons
correspondent,  Ashe. when he made his abride-
ment of Johnson: fell into the curious error of
iving anonymous correspondent as o definition
of eurmudgeon! Not o bad idea, except thint
the scurrility of anonymous letters deserves
usnally o harsher nnme, for curmudgeon really

No part of speech offers a richer fleld,
for Its extent, than  our  exclamations.
We pass by Zounds! Jiminy! My eve,
Betty Martin! and others, to tell of the Ameori-
can traveller, who found, to his astonishiment,
Ol dear! and Dear me! in the streets of Rome,
not as imported English, but as original Ttalinn,
One little Romun ragazzo (n ragwed one, no
doubt) kicked another, and sent him  homewnrd
on the double~quick, erying bitterly and ot the
top of his volee, “Dear me! Dear me!” for so it
sounded when he said, “Dio mio! Dio mio!™
good Tuscan, which seems very much like
lingua Anwricana in bocea Romana, We foree
the conclusion upon no one, but it Is plausible,
at least, that our Dear me ! is not in reality our
own dear self, first person, singular number, ob-
jeetive case, independent, but only this Tuscan,
und nothing more.

A pistole Is from the Italinn piastrula,
which, changing the € Into 4, becomes the Latin
plastrum, which is nlso the root of piastrs,
Donbiloon Is simply o double pistole, The soldi
is from solidus, and, like the Spanish duro
for dollar, ri!llj'i_\' means  “hard monev.”
The socereign 18 the eoin of s monarch
—the duent, that of a duke, A dollar was
thaler, and that was s0 called becanse first
colned in o silver mine in o Baxon hal or vallev.,
A florin was made in Florence—a mark, at St
Muark's In Venice. Our own  curtency needs no
explunation, except perhiaps that pleayune i u
Carib word, that a levy was eleven pence, and
that o fip was o five-penny pioce.  Shinplaster Is
né old ns our Revolutlonary war, for when the
Continental currency beeame worthless, an old
soldier might, and perhaps did, dress @ wounded
leg with his pay. Greenbacks are mucelh more
gastly deriyed thon pleked up,

To the Arable It is well Lum\'n that we owe
mnny commaon words, most of which have come
through the SBpanish, such as searlet, ehemise,
praenal, sugar, alehemy, aleohol, alembie, alge-
pirw, alkali, and many others begioning with al..
